ANY Wisconsin cities at one time or another 


have gone into the city-planning business. 


Some of them have employed experts of tho 
highest type. Among these are La Crosse and 
Madison. 
Both secured the services of Mr. 


John Nolan, unquestionably the greatest of 
city specialists. 
He came to Madison several 


years before his La Crosse experience, and laid 
out a city plan which might have made Venice 
take off its gondola to the Wisconsin capital. 
Thereafter Mr. Frank P. Hixon brought, him 
lr/ La Crosse. and here he laid out plans for 
\vhich posterity will be his great debtor should 
they be followed through. 
Madison did not 


fully carry out the Nolan plan, and at the pres- 
ent moment the city of La Crosse has not even 
adopted it. 


Madison is now suffering the penalty of 


this failure. It was Mr. Nolan's idea that build- 
ings about the capitol square should not exceed 


<; certain height, hut that they should be per- 
mitted to rise to greater elevations on the sec- 
ond street from the square in each direction. 


Already three structures rise from the side 


of the capitol square which break the symmetry 
find interrupt the view which Mr. Nolan plan- 
ned. Now we are engaged in trying the experi- 
ref-nt of locking Ihe barn after the horse is 
Ftolen, but even in that our progress is of little 
importance. In order to protect the natural 
.'ittractiveness of the capitol the legislature has 
passed a bill limiting the height of buildings in 
the state generally to 100 feet, and in the city 
of Milwaukee to 125 feet. 


The argument made by Milwaukee repre- 


sentatives may not be entirely valid. Perhaps 
to 
1 limit buildings to 100 feet would serve some 


protection to the capitol view. At any rate it 
would tend to promote symmetry. 


But the argument that we should not re- 


strict the height of buildings throughout the 
state in order to save a particular local situa- 
tion can not be laughed out of court. If it be 
true, as claimed, that this limit will so reduce 
Iheir income as to make big buildings unattrac- 
tive investments, it would appear that we are 
jetting at a good thing in the wrong way. In- 
deed, it may be safe to say that this is one of 
the instances in which conformity to a consti- 
tutional limitation may result in widespread in- 
justice. For, in Milwaukee at present, and in 
many cities in the future, the convenience of 
the public and the right to fair returns from 
legitimate investment will have been interrupt- 
ed in order to protect one single locality. 


The way out, if we must depend upon law, 


as experience seems to have shown, would seem 
to be a constitutional ame'ndment authorizing 
the state of Wisconsin to protect the state capi- 
tol in the matter of building regulations ad- 
jacent to it. 


Of course, it is begging the question to say 


that Madison ought to be public spirited enough 
to take care of a situation of this sort without 
bothering the state about it>. Years ago Madi- 
son showed that it was not that broad and pro- 
gressive when it failed to carry out the Nolan 
plan insofar as it was a municipal possibility. 
"N e need not, however, condemn Madison too 
ranch. Other cities are like that. 
Even the 


- state does not rise to an appreciation of o'ur 


obligation to protect posterity in these matters. 
In La Crosse the Nolan plan calls for a certain 
location for the proposed Union depot. 
In 


reaching its decision, the railway commission 


i seems to have ignored the arguments in the 
Nolan plan. That plan, as is Mr. Nolan's .way, 
•]s not merely an artistic view, but combines 
the elements of'attractiveness, utility, conven- 
ience, and in the long' run, economy. 
It is a 


plan fine and big enough to be fine and big in 
the future, but having too much vision to be 
followed by the eye of today's commercial ex- 
pediency. 


The thing at stake in Madison is of no 


small import. It *s more a state than a local 
Question. 
The interest of the commonwealth 


should be safeguarded. We know of no build- 
'ngs now in prospect outside of Madison that 
^rou!d be interfered with by.the bill signed by 
governor Elaine. The governor might well con-

American women are sentenced to bei 


executed for murder. 
Miss Anna Buzzi,! 


New York, killed a man with whom she hadj 
been living. Mrs. Isabella Nitti-Crudelle, Chi- 
cago, killed her husband. This is the first Chi- 
cago case of the death sentence being passed 
upon a woman in 27 years, and that sentence 
was never carried out. Recently, in England,! 
a woman was executed for participation in the 
murder of her husband. 


It seems to be the general opinion that 


neither of the American women will be exe- 
cuted. The point is, not that they do not de- 
serve it, but that American men have passed 
that stage in their treatment df women. 


No doubt these two death sentences repre- 


sent a reaction to a long list of murders com- 
mitted by women. There have been more ac-1 
quittals than convictions. Probably women of; 
the type that kills feel too secure from ade-1 
quate punishment. Something should be donej 
tc let them understand that they can not take; 
human life at will and escape serious conse-: 
quences. 
i 


However, it can be said with safety that i 


the situation does not require the death penalty 
for women. America need not brutalize itself j 
in order to safeguard-respect for the law. The! 
woman who deliberately commits murder doesj 
not do so because she is sure she will not bei 
hanged. She does so because she is willing to j 
take the chance that a sentimental jury will 
acquit her. If we make a practice of sending 
women murderers to prison for life, the effect 
will be quite as arresting as though we hung 
them by the neck, and far less shocking to our 
sense of refinement.

Sun and High Temperatures

MADISON, "Wis.—By the Associated 


Press—The State Board of Health 
has espoused the cause of heat suf- 
ferers and has issued a bulletin ,'con- 
taining some timely hints on keeping 
cool. 


Clothing, 
exercise, 
atmospheric 


conditions, 
drinking, 
bathing 
and 


diet are in turn discussed and advice 
giv*n as to how each may be best 
utilized in combatting the hot sun 
and high temperature. 


For instance, it is pointed out that 


linen is most suited for summer rai- 
ment, with cotton a close second. The 
use of woolens is discouraged Furth- 
er, that white is the coolest color; 
"'black is warmest. Low and light foot- 
wear contributes 
most to comfort. 


Drinking of cold water is held in- 
advisable, as it may result in gastric 
troubles. Drinking of small quantities 
at frequent intervals is deemed best. 
Bathing is recommended as an' in- 
fallible and beneficial 
relief 
from 


heat. Consumption of meats should 
be reduced and fruits and vegetables 
eaten more freely, the effect being to 
reduce the heat production of the 
! body. 


"Clothing should be worn light and" 


loose and as near porous as can be 
obtained in order to facilitate the 
circulation of air and elimination of 
moisture," the bulletin states. 


"The open air, away from stuffy 


rooms; or electric fans afford 
the 


best relief. It is never advisable, how- 
ever, to chill one portion of the body 
suddenly in a strong air current from 
a mechanical fan, as internal con- 
gestion may result.
